Where Men Never Laugh, 

iow do you think you would like te 

ve feariog every moment to be blows 
1p, none daring to speak aloud to jar 

ting for fear of starting an explo- 

on that would send you in au instant 
other world!

You 
nay easily guess that these men go 
about quietly and never laugh. 

You know that gunpowder is very 
dangerous ina gun or near a fire, but 
periaps you don't know that is equally 

danycrously all through the process of” 
makiog. A powder mill is a fearful 

place to visit, and strangers are very 

seidom allowed to go into one. They 

are built far from any town, in the 

woods, and each branch ot work is done 

io 4 separate building. These houses 

are quite a distance from each other, so 


that if one blows up 1t won't blow up | 


the rest. Then the lower parts of the 
vuilding are made very strong, while 
tle roote are very lightly set on, so that 
it it explodes only the roofs will suffer. 
Dat, in spite of every care, sometimes a 
whole settlement of powder mills will 
go off almost in an instant, and every

The 
matetlals are spread three or four inches 
on the bed; the whole, which goes by 
water power, is started, and evety man 
leaves the place.
